Cleaned Out. 

In the election just over, the Democrats of 
Kentucky have consummated a work which they 
commenced in 1857, and which they have been 
steadily, vigorously, mid successfully prosccuiiig 
ever since — that of displacing the crew of office 
holders who have been living on the bounty of 
the State for so many years.

Further official documents have been issued 
on the affairs of Italy. In reference to the an- 
nexation of the Duchies and Central Italy to 
Sardinia, Lord John Russell, in writing to the 
British Minister at Turin, under date of June 
20, says that everything for the present must be 
considered as provisional, and the will of the peo- 
ple, the fortunes of war, and finally an European 
treaty; the last resort must settle the territorial 
arrangements and the right of sovereignty in 
Central Italy. This view, his Lordship states, is 
shared in by the French Government, and he in- 
fers that it is also with the views of Russia. 

A dispatch from Count Cavour in reply to one 
from Lord Malmcsbury, to relieve the neutrality 
of Parma, complains unfriendly to the British 
Minister's communication. 

Lonl John Russell says that it is clear that the 
return of the exiled rulers of Tuscany, Modena, 
j and Parma will be resisted by force, and if En- 
' gland can consent to appear in Congress, now is 
I the time when her voice may be heard to advan- 
tage in behalf ol Italy. 

In the House of Commons, on Thursday, Mr. 
Bright inveighed against the attacks upon the 
French Emperor, and consequently the French 
nation, which tended to plunge this country into 
a war. If he was in the position of Lord John 
Russell, he would try to emancipate himself from

Lord John Russell said that he had seen with 
pain attempt- made to awaken a feeling in this 
country against the sovereign people of France, 
which could only produce on their part a feeling 
of animosity against the people of this coun- 
try. 

He believed that the Emperor of the French 
has been a faithful ally to this country. What 
then was the reason for making continually in- 
vectives against him?
